Three months ago, every poss: ble means 
was resorted to by the Governor and 
Blodgett to prove to the satisfaction of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad Examin- 

{ng Committee, that the road was in good 
- order—was in first-class condiffon. Atthe 
instance of Harrie and Blodgett, the com- 
mittee sent to Cartersville for Judge J. R. 
Parrott, by whom they proved that the 
road was in tip top order. Others of their 
sort certified similarly. Since that time, 
at the rate of forty thousand dollars per 
month over and above ordinary expenses, 
one hundred and twenty thousand dollars 
could have been put in the road’s repairs as 
extraordinary, and within the next three 
months, (before winter sets in) at the same 
rate, one hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars more can be put in the repairs of 
the road aa extraordinary. The road can 
be kept up—can be kept in first-class con- 
dition; it has been kept up—has been 
kept in first-class condition, and $40,000 
paid into the State Treasury monthly, At 
the same time, as Blodgett admits himself 
in his letter to Colonel Cole, the road's busi- 
ness was not near so heavy as now. Why 
is it that Mr. Blodgett, at this particular 
time, is tryimg to prove that the road isin 
anunsalecondition? Isit too much to say, 
in answer, that the proceeds of the road 
do not come in fast enough for the Bullock 
faction to appropriate, and that an apprvu- 
priation by the Legislature of money to 
‘come out of the people’s pockets, under 
the shameful and miserable pretext of put- 
ting the road in safe condition, is neces- 
sary to satisfy their party needs. 

It is shown above that from May to Sep- 
tember they have had six months at 
$40,000 per month, making $240.000, to use 
for extraordinary repairs. Every railroad 
manager in the State knows that that 
amount of money would have put the road 
in first-class order, even considering the 
condition they had gotten the 
road into up to the ist of May last, 
from the time Major Campbell Wallace 
turned it over to them in July, 1868, in ac- 
knowledged good condition. They should 
be made to answer for one of two 
things: either they should have kept the 
road in first class order, as they found it, 
or failing in that, they should have paid 
into the State Treasury $40,000 to $50,000 
per month; and any railroad manager in 
the State will say they shonld have done 
both. Now, if the Legistature does make 
the appropriation asked for, the money 
will go just as the proceeds of the road 
have gone for the last several months. The
